School for Girls 


Deserves a Chance 


The Georgia Training School for Girls 
is back in the headlines with The Consti- 
tution’s story that 54 inmates of the in- 
stitution at Adamsville are at large. 

This does not mean that im the last 
several days 54 girls have walked away 
from the school—there are no fences 
around the campus. It means that over a 
long period—for the three years since 
1950—54 girls have run away without 
coming back or being brought back. 

That is bad. But it is no new situa- 
tion nor is it so surprising when one.con- 
siders facts. 

Fact No. 1 is that the Georgia Training 
School for Girls is no prison, administered 
as part of the state penal system. It is a 
welfare institution intended for reform 
and rehabilitation. 

Fact No. 2 is that few of the inmates 
are criminals in the legal sense of the 
word. They are delinquent girls who got 
that , because someone else was de- 
cama Ed they known consideration 
and affection at home thev might not have 
sought them elsewhere. They are slow to 
learn. 

Fact No. 3 is that the school has not 
received the attention from the state 
which is its due. It has had a change of 
directors. By training and experience 
Miss Maureen Dickerson, the director now 
in charge, is qualified. We'll stand by 
her. 

Miss Dickerson has neither the facili- 
ties nor personnel adequate to do the job 
assigned her. It becomes evident that 
merely changing administrators has not 
been enough. 

The State Welfare Department raised 
the salary of the office and hired a quali- 
fied person to fill it. But she needs help. 
She needs some new buildings for one 
thing. And she needs instructional per- 
sonnel. 

The school has an immediate need for 
two teachers, two nurses, a recreation di- 
rector, another housemother and a resi- 
dent chaplain. The fact that the institu- 
tion has no academic program means that 
it is not a school at all—it.is a detention 
camp. 

The money is in the budget to hire 
teachers, but teachers are scarce. They're 
hard to find for the public schools, they're 
harder to find for the Training Schoo! for 
Girls. 

A schedule of reading, writing and 
arithmetic through the day and a tough 
physical workout in a gymnasium late in 
the afternoon would help the girls simmer 
down and straighten up. 

As the training school director puts 
it, the question is not how many girls are 
running away, but why they are running. 
Is it from something? Or is it to some 
thing? 

It becomes apparent that there is lit- 
tle incentive toward contentment and am- 
bition to do better in the facilities and 
the program the state now offers.

The basic aims of the Russians, as re- 
vealed by Molotov's developing tactics at 
the meeting, remain the same. They are 
as unacceptable to the West as they have 
been since 1946 and as easily seen 
through. 

These aims are and have been to iso- 
late Germany in disarmed helplessness, to 
destroy the European Defense Community 
and to force the West to abandon its bases 
throughout the worid. Their terms are 
not flexible and to accept them is tantae- 
mount to surrender 

It is possible to see the Communists’ 
long-range strategy. It is one of patience 
and persistence. It has won them much. 

Thev view the growing frustration evi- 
dent in America and the slow but deter- 
mined isolationist element that would 
grant them their way.

stead factory. Elisha Otis did not 
make the worlds first lift. Man 
had been making hoists since not 
too long after Adam. What Elisha 
Otis did was make the first one 
that wouldn't fall when the cable 
broke. 

To prove faith in his own safety 
gadget, at the Crystal Palace in 
New York, Elisha had himseif 
lifted to the ceiling in one of his 
elevators, then ordered the rope 
cut. The Otis safety device caught, 
so did the idea. That was in 1854. 
Here was something new in verti- 
cal transportation. It made the 
skyscraper possible. 

What has happened to the eleva- 
tor in the century. since Elisha 
Otis risked a drop at the Crystal 
Paiace would raise the evebrows 
and strain the credulity of the in- 
ventor himself. 

Months ago I read of a new 
elevator which would allow no loaf- 
ing in the doors.

When 
a car fills to capacity, a load 
weigher built into the floor auto- 
matically turns it into an express. 

The first passenger elevator in- 
stalled in New York in 1857 cost 
$390 and traveled 40 feet a minute. 
The up-and-down cars being built 
into the 4f-story Prudential build- 
ing in Chicago cost somewhat 
more, but they make 1.400 feet a 
minute. On the level, that's a little 
more than 15 miles an hour, but 
going up it 8 rapid transit. 

Consensus among those who saw 
the 1954 model lift demonstrated 
was that its safety and speed and 
its automatic features more than 
offset the absence of the pretty 
blonde operator .

with only occasional remarks by | 
other senators. 


CLAIMS EVIDENCE 


The highlight was McCarthy’s 
assertion that he, as a one-man. 
subcommittee, had turned up evi-| 
dence of “‘veryv, very current 
espionage’ at the Army Signal 
Corps base at Fort Monmouth, 
N.J. He referred to hearings as 
recently as December. 

This was disputed by Robert 
T. Stevens,’ Secretary of the! 
Army. In a letter to Ellender, | 
dated Jan. 15 and read to the! 
Senate today, Stevens said that 
*‘insofar as the Army has thus 
far been able to determine, there 
is no current espionage or other 
subversive activity at Fort Mon- 
mouth.”’

Heretofore, the school board has 
technical authority over all pupil 
assignments. But, West said, it 
has been impractical for the 
board to rule on all the many re- 
assignment requests. and the de- 
cisions, by necessity, often have 
heen: left up to his staff and the 
principals of schools concerned. 

His proposal, presented after a 
three-month study, outlines a 
*‘simple and concrete’ procedure 
for dealing with reassignments. 
he said. | 

It provides that each child shal] 
be assigned to the school closest 
to his home or neighborhood un-' 
less: 

1. The closest school 
crowded and = another 
school has too few pupils. 

2. The child's talents and per- 
sonality need special instruction 
or environment available at an- 
other school. 

3. He is maladjusted at the 
assigned school and this hampers 
his development or disrupts the 
education of other children. 

1. His parents and the super- 
Intendent agree that he should 
attend a different school. 

It allows the superintendent to 
reassign pupils for the above rea- 
sons. This reassignment becomes 
final. one week after the pupil 
and his parents are notified, un- 
less an appeal is filed. Appeals 
will be considered by principals 
of the affected schools, then by. 
the superintendent and finally by | 
the board. 

The board also okayed 1954 
graduation dates for the eight 
county high schools.

ment store. She's also showing 


homemakers how to use it. 


DEVELOPED IN KITCHEN 


A widow, Mrs. Johnson devel- 
oped her first mending formula 


in her own kitchen. It was fine 
for repairing holes in silks and 


satin and car upholstery, leather 


and fur, but

dry cleaning. During its quarter

Johnson enlisted the services of 
research chemists to seek a fab- 


rc mender she could take to the 


cleaners.

Maybe you remember Slam Books from your own youth. I'd 
never heard of one. But the other day in one of our local high 
schools I saw a girl, a young girl with a sweet, immature, alto- 
gether vulnerable face, crying in the hall. She was sunk in a 
misery so devastating, so shattering, she didn't seem to care who 
saw her cry. She made sad, ineffectual dabs at her face and 
ran for the bathroom. 


Later I learned she was the victim of the Slam Book. 

It seems that the author of a Slam Book puts the name of a 
fellow student at the top of a page, inscribes a few nasty com- 
ments heneath that name and passes it on to somebody else who 
inscribes others.. All the comments are anonymous. Eventually, 
of course, every student whose name if in the slam book has an 
opportunity to read the roster of his shortcomings and he often 
retaliates hy writing something equally venomous about all the 
other people in the book. 

Maybe some of the criticisms are true. Often they sink to 
the level of hideous gossip. Either way it is a vicious, sickening 
practice and it makes you wonder what happened to the Golden 
Rule. It also makes you wonder what happened to old-fashioned 
good manners. 


There was a day when no lady, no real gentlewoman, allowed 
herself to say an unkind word against any living soul. And gen- 
tlemen simply did not stoop to criticism or gossip. You've known 
people like that and although they are rare nowadays when you 
have one for a friend you count yourself very lucky. Such a 
friend inspires all your affection and allegiance. 

For most of us complete abstinence from gossip would seem 
an impossible thing. We love gossip and better still, we love the 


bright, apt comment which deftly, if unkindly, pigeon-holes our 
friends. Nearly all of us are given to the ‘“‘she’s-a-nice-girl- 
BUT...’ remark. Doris Lockerman used to speak of a Chicago 


newspaperwoman she knew who described people she _ inter- 
viewed very cleverly, never failing to mentior that they had 
crooked stocking seams or a dirty collar if thal were the case. 

Alas, all of us have crooked seams somewhere about us, 
without or within. Nearly all of us have spots on our collars or 
in our hearts. And we are doing a dreadful job of teaching our 
children Christian charity when we dwell on the flaws instead of 
the virtues of our neighbors. It probably serves us right that our 
children participate in the organized viciousness known as the 
Slam Book.

Market Dips 
Despite Rise 


In Selectives

NEW YORK, Feb. 2 \(®—A mod- 
erate decline, punctuated by se- 
lective recovery, today marked 
the quiet course of the stock 


market. 
The fafl seldom got past a 
point, and no pressure on the 


time. 
Brokers felt the moderate re 


treat of the market both yester- 
day and today represented a rou- 
tine reaction from the mounting 
prices of last week. 

While most major divisions of 
the market were lower today, 
there were a few firm spots in 
the rubbers; mail order houses, 
utilities, railroads, motion pic- 
tures, and several individual is- 
sues. 


Last week the stock market 
headed toward the old 1953-54 
high of January, 1953, but it hesi- 
tated while only a short distance 
away. Brokers believe that the 
market has a good chance of at- 
tacking that high provided reces- 
sions in prices—such as the cur- 
rent ones—are not accompanied 
by mounting volume of business. 


So far volume has been re- 
stricted. Yesterday it was 1,- 
140.000 shares, and today it came 
to 1,420,000 shares, the latter figure 
below average for 1953-54. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks declined 20 cents at 
$113.00. It was off 40 yesterday.
